The  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Foundation  are  to  print,  publish,  circulate 
and  distribute  the  theological,  scientific  and  other  works  and  writings  of 
EMANUEL  SWEDENBORG,  for  benevolent,  charitable,  scientific,  mis¬ 
sionary  and  philanthropic  purposes,  as  well  ns  annotations,  commentaries 
thereon  and  extracts  therefrom,  and  to  purchase,  sell,  translate  into  any 
language,  edit  and  advertise  such  works  and  writings;  to  print,  publish, 
circulate,  purchase,  or  sell  literature  in  agreement  therewith  or  collateral 
thereto;  to  acquire,  prepare,  publish  and  distribute  biographies  of 
EMANUEL  SWEDENBORG;  to  hold  meetings,  lectures,  debates  and  con¬ 
ferences  as  a  means  of  promoting  interest  in  his  writings  and  teachings;  to 
maintain  reading-rooms,  libraries,  branches  and  stations  for  reference  and 
study  of  such  writings  and  teachings  in  any  part  of  the  world;  and  to  do 
such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  incidental  to  the  carrying  into  effect  of 
the  foregoing  purposes  and  powers,  which  purposes  and  powers  shall  be 
exercised  without  any  pecuniary  profit  to  any  officer,  member  or  employee 
of  the  corporation  except  reasonable  compensation  for  services  in  effecting 
one  or  more  of  such  purposes  or  powers.

The  Board  of  Directors  met  regularly  during  the  past  year  except 
during  the  summer  months  and  handled  an  unprecedented  volume 
of  work  as  you  will  note  in  the  following  summary.

ADVERTISING 

We  have  continued  our  association  with  the  Precis  organization 
who  place  columns  in  newspapers  about  our  books.  We  have  also 
advertised  in  the  New  York  Times  “Book  Review,”  but  our  most  ef¬ 
fective  advertising  is  through  LOGOS.  For  example,  we  are  now 
offering  boxed  sets  of  both  Swedenborg’s  works  and  collateral 
books  and  these  have  proven  to  be  quite  popular.  Some  2,447 
books  were  sold  through  LOGOS  which  accounted  for  a  signifi¬ 
cant  portion  of  our  overall  increase  in  sales— 27%  higher  than  the 
previous  year.  Many  of  these  orders  came  from  people  who  were 
added  to  our  mailing  list  because  they  had  communicated  with  us 
as  a  result  of  viewing  one  of  our  films  or  Public  Service  television 
spots. 


PRINTING 

This  year  we  reprinted  11  different  editions  (see  “Statistics”)  in 
addition  to  the  Helen  Keller  Discussion  Guide  to  accompany  the 
CBS  film,  57,500  copies  of  LOGOS  which  featured  Johnny 
Appleseed,  an  Appleseed  brochure,  the  Malayam  edition  of 
Swedenborg.  Life  and  Teaching  for  distribution  in  India,  and 
12,500  1981  Date  Books.  During  the  coming  year  we  are 
reprinting  Wilson  Van  Dusen’s  The  Natural  Depth  in  Man.  The 
Presence  of  Other  Worlds,  and  a  booklet  entitled  Uses.  We  are 
also  issuing  a  paperback  set  of  True  Christian  Religion.  Vols.  I  & 
H,  printing  the  True  Christian  Religion  Digest,  and  several  more  of 
our  Standard  Edition  titles.  Promotional  printings  include  discus¬ 
sion  guides  for  both  the  Appleseed  and  Swedenborg  films,  a 
reprint  in  booklet  form  of  Edward  Hoagland’s  article  on  Johnny 
Appleseed  which  appeared  in  “American  Heritage. "  some  of  our 
free  literature,  and  a  newly  designed  catalog  of  publications.

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President’s  Report 


PROMOTION: 

SWEDENBORG.  THE  MAN  WHO  HAD  TO  KNOW,  winner  of 
the  Columbus  Film  Festival  "Chris”  and  the  Cine  Golden  Eagle 
has  now  been  telecast  over  450  times  to  an  estimated  audience  of 
well  over  10  million  since  its  release  to  television  in  late  1978.  lhe 
inquiries  from  interested  viewers  have  added  over  400  new  names 
to  our  mailing  list. 

JOHNNY  APPLESEED  AND  THE  FRONTIER  WITHIN  was  re¬ 
leased  in  March,  1981  and  thus  far  nearly  100  television  stations 
have  requested  prints  for  preview.  It  has  had  40  telecasts  to  date 
and  the  estimated  audience  is  1 .2  million.  This  summer  it  will  have 
special  airings  on  two  satellite  cable  systems— Appalachian  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Network  and  Modem  Talking  Picture  Service. 
The  Appalachian  Network  has  750,000  subscribers  in  26  states 
and  is  used  by  a  number  of  colleges  and  schools  for  educational 
programming.  The  Modern  Talking  Picture  satellite  beams  to  500 
different  cable  systems  across  the  U.S.  In  the  future  we  plan  to  do 
more  of  this  type  of  special  programming. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  film  recently  won  the  Silver 
Screen  award  at  the  Chicago  Industrial  Film  Festival  and  that 
prints  have  been  purchased  by  groups  in  Canada,  England,  and 
Australia. 


We  have  purchased  100  prints  of  the  CBS  News  film  HELEN 
KELLER— THE  LIGHT  OF  FAITH  for  free  distribution  to  schools, 
colleges,  clubs,  nursing  homes,  and  other  interested  or9®"““- 
tions  It  has  been  booked  1 ,000  times  so  far  for  showings  and  90% 
are  senior  high  schools-an  audience  we  have  never  before 
reached  in  an  effective  manner.  , 

In  our  continuous  effort  to  make  Swedenborg  s  life,  works,  and 
influence  known,  we  have  made  all  three  of  these  films  available 
on  a  free  loan  basis.  They  are  publicized  by  Modern  Talking 
Picture  in  various  catalogs,  brochures,  and  news  releases  to  or¬ 
ganizations,  schools,  colleges,  television  stations,  and  other 
groups.  Discussion  guides  have  been  developed  for  each  filnm 
The  one  minute  Public  Service  Announcement  we  prepared  to 
celebrate  the  Helen  Keller  Centennial  continues  to  be  aired  on 
television  and  was  a  finalist  in  the  American  Film  Festival.  Re¬ 
sponse  to  this  one  minute  spot  was  overwhelming.  Over  900  wrote 
for  further  information.  Another  one  minute  spot  featuring  Johnny 
Appleseed’s  contribution  to  the  American  tradition  of  self-reliance 
has  been  released  to  425  TV  stations  and  later  this  year  we  plan  to 
send  the  script  for  both  spots  to  5,000  radio  stations.

1.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  industry  audit  guide  for  voluntary  health  and  welfare  organiza¬ 
tions  published  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Ac- 


countants. 

a.  Investments  in  preferred  and  common  stocks  are  stated  at 
cost.  Investments  in  bonds  and  U.S.  Government  obligations  are 
carried  at  amortized  cost,  with  premiums  amortized  from  dates  of 
purchase  to  the  respective  maturity  dates. 

b.  Inventories  of  books  and  printed  sheets  are  valued  at  cost 
(average  cost  method). 

c.  All  expenditures  for  land,  building  and  equipment  are  capital¬ 
ized.  Depreciation  of  building  and  equipment  is  provided  on  a 
straight-line  basis  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  respective 

d.  All  unrestricted  gifts  and  bequests  have  been  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  long-term  investment.  The  Board  of 
Directors  has  resolved  that  realized  gain  on  investment  trans¬ 
actions  since  April,  1954  be  designated  for  long-term  investment, 
except  for  $270,427  designated  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  build- 
ina  At  March  31,1981,  cumulative  gifts  and  bequests  realized  gain 
on  investment  transactions  amounted  to  $1,182,292  and  $427,893, 
respectfully. 

e.  Policies  concerning  remainder  interests  in  assets  of  certain 
estates  are  described  in  Note  3.

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5.  RETIREMENT  PLANS 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  adopted  retirement  plans  for  two  ol 
its  full-time  employees  and  a  retired  employee.  Each  plan  is  distinct 
in  its  provisions  as  to  funding  and  payment  of  benefits.  The  plans 
are  summarized  as  follows: 

a.  The  plan  for  the  retired  employee  provides  for  the  payment  ot 
$963  per  month  for  life.  This  amount  has  been  calculated  at  2%  of 
the  base  monthly  salary  at  retirement,  multiplied  by  the  number  of 
years  of  employment.  The  present  value  of  such  future  payments  is 
estimated  to  be  approximately  $112,000  at  March  31,  1981. 

b.  The  second  plan,  established  in  1979,  provides  for  a  lifetime 
annuity  to  the  employee.  Terms  call  for  fixed  monthly  payments, 
calculated  on  an  annual  basis  by  multiplying  the  number  of  years  of 
employment  by  2%  of  the  annual  salary  at  retirement.  The  present 
value  of  such  future  payments  is  estimated  to  be  approximately 
$60,000  at  March  31,  1981. 

The  Foundation  previously  established  an  Individual  Retirement 
Account  for  this  employee  which  is  to  remain  in  effect  until  retire¬ 
ment.  The  balance  at  retirement  will  be  applied  against  benefits 
paid  subsequent  to  retirement.  Payments  to  this  account  have  been 
discontinued. 

The  Foundation  has  established  savings  bank  accounts  for  the 
benefit  of  employees  which,  at  March  31,  1981,  had  a  balance  of 
$110,565. 

c.  The  remaining  plan  provides  deferred  compensation.  The 
Board  voted  to  contribute  10%  of  the  employee’s  annual  compen¬ 
sation  to  a  savings  bank  account.  The  balance  in  such  account, 
including  interest  earned,  will  be  paid  to  the  employee  upon  ter¬ 
mination  of  employment.  The  balance  at  March  31,  1981  was 
$11,377. 

The  Foundation  charged  current  operations,  ($20,000  in  1981

6.  ENDOWMENT  FUND 

Endowment  fund  includes  a  $15,000  gift  from  two  donors,  in¬ 
vested  in  a  seven-year  8%  savings  certificate  maturing  August  22, 
1984.  The  gift  agreement  provides  that  the  Foundation  hold  the 
principal  in  trust  and  distribute  the  income  to  the  donors  during 
their  lifetime.  On  the  Death  of  the  donors,  the  restriction  on  the 
principal  terminates.  The  donors  have  retained  the  right  to  with¬ 
draw  all  or  part  of  the  principal  in  the  event  of  illness  or  emergency. 

7.  TENANTS’  SECURITY  FUND 

Tenants’  security  of  $13,594  and  $6,458  at  March  31,  1981  and 
1980,  respectively,  including  interest,  is  held  in  savings  bank 
accounts. 

8  FUNDS  DESIGNATED  FOR  SPECIAL  PURPOSES 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foundation  has  designated  that  a 
maximum  of  $5,000  annually  may,  but  need  not,  be  segregated  for 
special  purposes  from  the  current  fund.  During  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1981,  $5,000  was  designated  for  special  purposes  and 
$4,183  has  been  expended.  In  fiscal  1981,  a  special  aditional  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $2,664  was  approved  by  the  Board  and  disbursed  from 
the  funds  designated  for  special  purposes. 

9.  CURRENT  RESTRICTED  FUND 

Current  funds  of  $12,232  and  $11,260  at  March  31,  1981  and 
1980,  respectively,  have  been  restricted  by  the  donor  for  distribu¬ 
tion  of  “Arcana  Coelestia”,  Vol.  1  to  clergymen  and  theological 
students. 

10.  INCOME  TAXES 

The  Foundation  has  been  advised  that  it  is  exempt  from  federal 
income  taxes  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  501  (c)  (3).

Total  income  for  the  year 
was  $513,200.00  and  total  expenditure  was  $384,300.00  the  details  of 
which  will  be  published  later.  Last  year's  total  income  was  $264,800.00 
and  expenditure  was  $280,400.00.  On  a  motion  duly  seconded  it  was  VOTED 
to  receive  the  report. 

IV.  The  President  then  called  on  Mr.  Seekamp  of  the  Budget  Committee  to 
report  on  the  proposed  budget  for  1981-82.
